Here s How to Insure You Don’t Fall 
Into Group Making Tax Report Errors 


Editor's Note.—This is the sev­ 
enth in rn series of articles on your 
income tax. The articles deal with 
Hie various tax forms, exemptions 
how to compute your deductions 
how to exclude sick pay from tax­ 
able income, and How to avoid 
errors in filing your tax return. 
tine article

This is the seventh and last of a 
series of articles explaining the 
rules and procedures for taxpay­ 
ers to follow in filling .out their 
federal income tax returns for 
1956. It outlines some last minute 
hints of things to recheck before 
mailing jour return and some of 
the common errors taxpayers make 
which result in their paying more 
or less tax than they should. 
Audits of returns made by the 
Internal 
Revenue Service show 
lhat as high as one out of every 
four income tax returns filed by 
individuals contains a major error. 
As a rule, nine out of IO incorrect 
returns reflect an error in the tax­ 
payer’s favor and only one out of 
IO in Uncle Sam's favor. The In 
correct returns call for additional 
taxes totaling $1,500,000,000 an­ 
nually and refunds of more than 
$100,000,000. 
I*ast year the reve­ 
nue service found errors in arith­ 
metic alone on more than 1,000,000 
returns which resulted in refunds 
of over $19,000,000 and bills for 
additional taxes of 
more 
than 
$02,000,000. 
If you under-pay your tax for 
any reason, you must pay interest 
at the rate of six per cent on any 
additional tax due. 
And in some 
cases, penalties may be assessed 
Internal Revenue Service wants 
to collect every penny due the gov­ 
ernment, but no more. 
And it is 
Just as anxious as you to see that 
vou pay no more than is required 
by law. 
But, if you make a mis­ 
take in filing your return, regard 
less of whose favor it is in, there 
\v ill be some inconvenience for you 
— some correspondence at least 
So the first suggestion is this: 
After you have made out your re­ 
turn put it aside for a day or two. 
W hen you pick it up again, re­ 
check it carefully, line by line. 
Here are some things to double­ 
check: 
1. Be sure your name and ad­ 
dress are printed in the top lines 
so they can be read easily. Many 
taxpayers have not received re­ 
funds they have coming because 
the revenue service people can’t 
be sure of names or addresses. 
2. Be sure you have checked the 
proper blocks for all the exemp­ 
tions you are entitled to and that 
j’ou have properly listed your de­ 
pendents. 
3. Check and double-check your 
addition, subtraction and other 
computations. 
Most errors are 
made in arithmetic on income tax 
returns. 
4. Be sure you have attached 
Copy B of the Form VV-2 received 
from each of the employer* you 
worked for during 1956. 
5. Last, but not least, before 
placing your return In art envelope 
for mailing, make sure that you 
have signed your name in the 
proper place. 
If It is a Joint re­ 
turn, make sure your wife (or hus­ 
band) has signed, too. No Income 
tax return la complete until it has 
been signed. 
Now for some of the mistakes 
taxpayers make that result In ma­ 
jor errors in one return out of 
every four. Listed first are those 
w hich result In paying more tax 
than is owed: 
I. Failure to claim the extra 
$600 personal exemptions allowed 
taxpayers 65 or over, or blind. 
2 Failure to claim all exemp­ 
tions for dependents to which you 


are entitled. 
This includes espe­ 
cially your children under 19 or in 
school who have $600 or more in­ 
come of their own and relatives 
which you and some others may 
be supporting together. 
3. Failure to deduct 
directly 
from your wages on page one of 
Form 1040 those expenses you in­ 
curred as an employee such as 
traveling, transportation, outside 
salesman and reimbursed expenses. 
4. Failure to deduct pa> received 
while absent from work due to in­ 
jury or illness under a wage con­ 
tinuation plan financed by your 
employer (line six, page one of 
Form 1040). 
5. Taking the standard deduc­ 
tion of IO per rent of adjusted 
gross income allowed for personal 
expenses in cases where actual de­ 
ductible items total more than IO 
per cent. 
6. Failure to claim certain de­ 
ductions allowed for personal ex­ 
penses when itemizing deductions 
on page two of Form 1040. 
7. Huslwmd and wife filing sep­ 
arate returns when a joint return 
would have resulted in less total 
tax for the two, and vice versa. 
These are some of the errors 
taxpayers make which result in 
their getting a bill for additional 
taxes: 
1. Claiming exemption deduc­ 
tions for persons not qualifying as 
dependents. 
2. Failure to report all compen­ 
sation for sendees rendered, par­ 
ticularly in cases where no tax 
was withheld, such as tips, gratui­ 
ties, bonuses, etc. 
3. Failure to report other kinds 
of taxable income such as divi­ 
dends, interest on bank accounts 
and on Series F savings bonds, 
profits on sales of property, rents, 
etc. 
4. Claiming deductions for per­ 
sonal expense items which are not 
deductible such as gifts to needy 
friends or relatives, the various 
federal excise taxes paid, cash or 
other personal property lost, cost 
of travel to and from work, educa­ 
tional expenses, etc. 
5. Claiming excessive amounts 
for deductible items such as chari­ 
table contributions, taxes, medical 
expenses and the like. 
This usu­ 
ally happens when taxpayers fail 
to keep good records and estimate 
the amounts they claim as deduc­ 
tions. 
To sum up. an attempt has been 
made In this series of articles to 
explain the federal incomp tax 
rules which apply to the big ma- 
;brity of taxpayers, those who are 
salary and wage earners. In event 
you have any further question 
which is not answered here or In 
the official Instructions accom­ 
panying your blank return forms, 
you can obtain help by calling or 
visiting the local office of your 
district director of internal reve­ 
nge.

While many cotton farmers ot 
the Hamlin section, as well as all 
over the cotton belt of the country 
are somewhat discouraged about 
the prospects for making mom \ 
any more out of the cotton indus­ 
try, C. B. Spencer, chairman of the 
cotton production section of the 
State-Wide Cotton Committee of 
Texas, declares the outlook foi 
cotton is bright.

Just suppose we suddenly wiped 
out cotton. 
WTiat would happen

on the new wealth it produces an­ 
nually? 
Let’s see: In 1936 the aggregate 
value of principal crops grown In 
Texas 1s placed at $1,100,OOO,(XX) 
by the U S. Department of Agri- 
| culture 
Crop 
Reporting 
Board. 
The board said: "Cotton was by 
far the most important crop and 
contributed more cash value than 
all other crops combi nod " 
Do our Texas fanners have the 
know-how' to produce cotton effi­ 
ciently? 
A recent issue of Eco­ 
nomic Facts and Opinions issued 
by Texas A A M . College points 
out: "In 1955 acre yields of cotton 
were 52.9 per cent above 1951 in 
the U. S. and 69.9 per cent in 
Texas.” 
Nor is that all. 
This 


I publication effectively r e f u t e s 
those who would have us believe 
cotton growing Is a discase when 
it says "Production has continued 
to increase because, In the Cotton 
Belt, there Is no better Income 
producing enterprise than cotton. 
It i* also a very dependable crop 
and Is responsive to improved cul­ 
tural practices." 
The outlook for cotton Is bright. 
World cotton consumption is at an 
all-time high. 
During the crop 
year August I, 1935 to July 31, 
1956, world mill consumption has 
been estimated at 36,700,(XX) halos 
of 
commercial 
cotton 
of 
all 
growths. That is not much under 
world production in 1956 of some 
38,903,000 bales. 
The world demand for textiles 
Is steadily growing. 
But, the in­ 
creased demand Is tieing met main­ 
ly by foreign cotton and by man­ 
made fibers 
rather than by Unit­ 
ed States cotton. 
A relatively 
high price for United States cotton 
has tended to encourage the in­ 
crease in the acreage of foreign 
cotton and the expansion of man­ 
made fiber consumption at homo 
and abroad.

You do not have to be an econ­ 
omist to find the cause of our 
troubles. 
It is simply the differ­ 
ence between production and con­ 
sumption. The minute a commod­ 
ity becomes surplus its price drops 
sharply. 
We have a surplus of 
U. S. cotton. The question natur- 
all> ari>cs: Did we cause the sur­ 
plus? 
The answer, of course, b 
[ no. 
Let’s review a few facts about 
cotton in Texas and the U. S. We 
have got acreage control at a level 
far below our desire, our capacity 
and our ability to produce. 
Fur­ 
thermore, our present low acreage 
level does not permit the full use 
of most low cost production meth­ 
ods and technique^ 
And now, to 
add to our troubles, the govern­ 
ment has set a-ide $217.300,OOO to 
further discourage production in 
1957 
this in 
addition to rigid 
acreage controls. 
Possibly the principal reason for 
our dilemma lies in the fact that. 
as yet, we have been unable to get 
satisfactory answers to these ques- 
t ions: 
1. What are other countries do­ 
ing to discourage cotton produc­ 
tion by controlling acreage and 
reducing surpluses? 
2. How much money is our gov­ 
ernment spending to encourage 
cotton production in foreign coun­ 
tries? 
3. How' much money has been 
granted in tax charge-offs and in 
other ways to encourage synthetic 
fiber production? 
We are not opposed to cotton 
production in other countries, nor 
to competition from man-made fi­ 
llers. 
But, we certainly do not 
think 
cotton 
producers or the 
cotton industry in the I’. S. are 
lieing given a fair chance under 
present 
legislation and policies. 
Therefore, we are of the opinion 
that improvement in our present 
laws is urgently needed and the 
welfare of all segments of the cot­ 
ton industry should Ik* considered 
in the preparation of new legisla­ 
tion. 
In recent talks with farm and 
industry leaders, we found general 
agreement that cotton should Ik* 
allowed tofltnove competitively into 
trade channels and that, at the 
same time, the American farmer 
should lie protected against the 
price 
cost 
squeeze. 
Everybody 
knows he is not getting his fair 
share of the national prosperity. 
These farm and industry leaders 
also feel that an adequate stock­ 
pile of cotton must be maintained 
to meet any emergency that may 
arise 
They reminded us that as 
recently as 1951 the government 
issued a plea for more cotton. 
Right now it looks like w'orld 
cotton 
consumption 
may 
soon 
catch up with production. For the 
lirst time since the 1950-51 m ar­ 
keting year, the disappearance of 
cotton in the U. S is expected to 
exceed production. 
With the aid 
of new, constructive legislation 
tailored to eliminate the cause of 
our troubles, cotton should regain 
the healthy status so vitally essen­ 
tial to a vigorous economy 


Twenty-seven hundred mesquite 
trees have been counted on one 
acre, report leaders of the Cali­ 
fornia Creek Soil 
Conservation 
District.

A mesquite tree re­

Mesquite pastures can be root 
plowed and reseeded to grass in 
one operation with heavy equip 
ment, declare SCS leaders. 
If 
plowed and not seeded, w'eeds will 
take over. 
Root plowing has, in 
other sections of the state, In­ 
creased 
production 
f r o m

pounds per acre to eight tons per 
acre. 
Also, the unshaded growth 
is of better quality. You get better 
moisture penetration with the im 
: proved soil conditioning on the 
plowed land. The plowed up trees 
also add needed organic m atter to 
the soil. 
Cost of root plowing varies with 
pastures. Financial help from the 
ASC is one-half the cost not to 
exceed $6 per acre, plus help on 
seed cost 
Now Is the time to begin root 
plowing.

Texas Business Review. 
Keahey surveys the state s m a­ 
jor commodities 
eof ton, livestock, 
grain sorghum, rice and citrus 
fi-uit 
and notes the drouth’s ef­ 
fect on each. 
He points out that 
wheat, once one of the mainstays 
of the state’s agriculture, can no 
longer he classed a* a m ajor Texas 
commodity. 
“While the cost of living showed 
signs of another upward spiral, 
prices Texas farm ers received for 
their product* decreased three per 
cent In 1956 from the year before,” 
Keahev reports. “Crop prices dur­ 
ing 1956 declined two per cent. 
and prices for livestock and rela t­ 
ed products dropped five per cent.’’ 
Farm income was nine per cent 
less in 1956 than In 1955, reflect­ 
ing the decline in prices, as well as 
acreage decreases in many eom- 
m od it cs and the cumulative effects 
of another year of drouth, the 
w riter says. Total income for the 
year was $1,700,000,000, compared 
with $1,900,OOO,(XX) in 1955. 
Each successive year sine® the 
start of the drouth In 1951 has 
seen farm income decrease.

The soil bank 
pr tgt ut,, how ev er, which was first 
applied in a more or I p s s limited 
way last year, may well prove to 
be a major means of cheeking the 
I mid -up of farm surpluses In gov­ 
ernm ent’s hands over the next sev­ 
eral years. 
Under this program 
ttie government compensates groW- 
* s for acreage of basic crops tak­ 
en out «'f production. 
The pro­ 
gram will Ive in full swing this 
year and, it a large number of 
farmers sign up. as I expect, total 
1957 planted acreage should be 
cut sharply. 
More immediately effective, at 
least in the case of cotton, is the 
government’s 
export 
assistance 
prop ram which perm its exporters 
to buy cotton from the govern­ 
ment host d at cut rate prices. 
Foreign buyers are finding these 
prices 
attractive. 
This Is evi­ 
denced by the fact that ti. S. 
c< tton exports thus far this season 
are well above those of a year 
earlier, and may amount to be­ 
tween 6,300,000 and 7,000,000 bale-; 
f*»r the full season. 
This would 
be nearly triple the 2,200,000 bales 
exported in 1955-56, and the larg­ 
est total in any sea-on since 1933. 
If this prospect should be real­ 
ized, the cotton carry-over next 
August I may be reduced to the

Indications are that the govern­ 
ment will continue to make every 
feasible effort to reduce its hold­ 
ings! of cotton, corn and wheat.

The problem, of course, cannot 
be solved overnight.

be iequired to bring the over-all 
supply and demand ratio into rea­ 
sonable balance. 
The soil bank 
program, which expires In 1959, 
probably will need renewal.

nent part of the government’s farm 
program, along with some form 
of federal price support.

TEXANS IN WASHINGTON 


By Tex Easley, AP Washington Correspondent 


Washington. 
Representative 
Omar Burleson, sole Texan on the 
House foreign affairs committee, 
feels that the admission of Ilun- 
garion escapees into this country 
is a “serious mistake.” 
Burleson accordingly has intro­ 
duced legislation which would curb 
the ptogam and provide for de­ 
portation of many of the Hun­ 
garians. 
In 
introducing his 
resolution, 
Burleson said he knew many of his 
constitutents as well as others 
would condemn his action. 
'But I have the deepest convic­ 
tion,” he declared, “that » little 
time will prove that w'hat has been 
done is a serious m istake and that 
the m istake will grow to colo-sal 
proportions unless Congress takes 
some action along the line pro­ 
posed In the resolution I have in­ 
troduced.” 
Burleson said Ive opposed the 
Hungarian 
program because he 
felt their entry into the United 
States would increase existing eco­ 
nomic problems and because, hr 
said it was impossible to ’’screen’’ 
the escapees carefully. 
Burleson said the Hungarians 
deserving a “heros applause ’ are 
those who remain in Hungary and 
fight their Russian oppressors, 
Hi* 
resolution 
would 
provide 
that: 
1. No additional Hungarians be 
admitted under the immigration 
act “parolee” section now used. 
He said this never “envisioned a 
mass admission of foreigner*, and 
certainly not (for) permanent res­ 
idence.” 
2. The Hungarians not be grant­ 
ed any special status toward re­ 
maining in the United States and 
that most be compelled to leave 
this country “at the earliest date 
on which 
the attorney general 
finds that the emergency reasons 
for their tem porary admission . 
no longer exist. 
Most of them 
would go back to Austria. 
3. Congress conduct an inquiry 
Into the effect of their admission 
on unemployment of U. S. citizens 
and on housing shortages, health 
problems and national security. 
“The Congress will l*e railed 
upon to provide more public hous­ 
ing, more slum clearance and more 
schools,” Burleson said. 
“If we need public housing and 
more school fari hi tea for our own 
people, will not bringing in these 
hordes of people compound these 
problems for a long tim e in the 
future? 
Already there are ap­ 


proximately 
500,000 
immigrants 
legally y entering the U. S. each 
year.” 
Burleson said it is impossible to 
"screen” the H ungarian refugees 
carefully because of the rapid rate 
of admission. 
“We are being deceived if we 
believe thai we know anything 
about these people,” he said. “How 
could we issue 300 visas per hour 
to them and have any idea as to 
who they are or why they were 
fleeing?” 
He said it cost $650 for the air 
transportation of each refugee, as 
compared w ith the $25 per year 
Arab refugees in the Mideast get. 
adding: “And do not forget, these 
people and all the people of the 
Arab nations know and are fami­ 
liar with these figures.” 
The Hungarian uprising deserves 
commendation, he added, especial­ 
ly those who rem ain to fight the 
Russian oppressors. 
“At the same time, It is reason­ 
able to believe that those who de­ 
serve the applause in Hungary 
may feel th at the applause is go­ 
ing to those who have desisted 
them and their cause,” he said. 
Representative W alter 
Rogers 
of Pampa, agreeing with Burleson, 
said a troublesome situation would 
develop from the im portation of 
skilled w orkers he said would re­ 
place American citizens in some 
cases. 
He said a woman had called an 
agency which had been advertised 
as having something to do with 
the refugee program. 
“She explained to the agency

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Here s How to Insure A ou Don t Fall 
Into Group Making Tax Report Errors 
STRICTLY BUSINESS 


Editor'* Note.—This is the sev­ 
enth in a series of articles on your 
income tax. The articles deal with 
Hie various tax forms, exemptions 
how to com pute your deductions 
how to exclude sick pay from tax­ 
able income, and How to avoid 
errors in filing your tax return

This is the seventh and last of a 
series of articles explaining the 
rules and procedures for taxpay­ 
ers to follow in filling,out their 
federal income 
tax 
returns for 
1956. It outlines some last minute 
hints of things to recheck before 
mailing your retu rn and some of 
the common errors taxpayers make 
which result in their paying more 
or less tax than they should. 
Audits of retu rn s made by the 
Internal 
Revenue Service show 
1hat as high as one out of every' 
four income tax returns filed by 
Individuals contains a major error. 
As a rule, nine out of IO incorrect 
returns reflect an error in the tax ­ 
payer’s favor and only one out of 
IO in Uncle Sam s favor. The in­ 
correct returns call for additional 
taxes totaling $1,500,000,000 an­ 
nually and refunds of more than 
$100,000,000. 
I .ast year the reve­ 
nue service found errors in arith­ 
metic alone on more than 1,000,000 
returns which resulted in refunds 
of over $19,000,000 and bills for 
additional taxes of 
more 
than 
562,000,000. 
lf you under-pay your tax for 
any reason, you m ust pay interest 
at the rate of six per cent on any 
additional tax due. 
And In some 
cases, penalties may be assessed 
Internal Revenue Service w ants 
to collect every penny due the gov­ 
ernment, but no more. 
And It is 
just as anxious as you to see th at 
vou pay no m ore than is required 
by law. 
But, if you make a m is­ 
take in filing your return, regard­ 
less of whose favor It is in, there 
will be some inconvenience for you 
- some correspondence at least. 
So the first suggestion is this: 
After you have made out your re­ 
turn put it aside for a day or two. 
W hen you pick it up again, re­ 
check it carefully, line by line. 
Here are some things to double­ 
check : 
1. Be sure your name and ad­ 
dress are printed in the top lines 
so they can be read easily. Many 
taxpayers have not received re ­ 
funds they have coming because 
the revenue service people can’t 
he sure of nam es or addresses. 
2. Be sure you have checked the 
proper blocks for all the exemp­ 
tions you are entitled to and th a t 
you have properly listed your de­ 
pendents. 
3. Check and double-check your 
addition, 
subtraction 
and other 
computations. 
Most errors 
are 
made in arithm etic on income tax 
returns. 
4. Be sure you have attached 
Copy B of the Form W-2 received 
from each of the emploveri you 
corked for during 1956. 
5. Last, but not least, before 
placing your return In an envelope 
for mailing, make sure that you 
have signed your name tn the 
proper place. 
If It is a joint re­ 
turn, make sure your wife (or hus­ 
band) has signed, too. No Income 
tax return is complete until It has 
been signed. 
Now for some of the mistakes 
taxpayers make that result In ma 
jor errors in one return out of 
every four. 
Listed first are those 
which result In paying more tax 
than Ie owed: 
1. F ailure to claim the extra 
$600 personal exemptions allowed 
taxpayers 65 or over, or blind 
2. Failure to claim all exemp­ 
tions for dependents to which you 


are entitled. 
This includes espe­ 
cially your children under 19 or in 
school who have $600 or m ore in­ 
com e of their own and relatives 
which you and some others may 
be supporting together. 
3. Failure to deduct 
directly 
from your wages on pa ae one of 
Form 1040 those expenses you in 
curred as an employee such as 
traveling, transportation, outside 
salesm an and reimbursed expenses 
4. Failure to deduct pas received 
while absent from work due to in 
ju ry or illness under a wage con­ 
tinuation plan financed by your 
em ployer dine six, page one of 
Form 1040). 
5. Taking the standard deduc­ 
tion of IO per cent of adjusted 
gross income allowed for personal 
expenses in cases where actual de­ 
ductible items total more than TO 
per cent. 
6. Failure to claim certain de­ 
ductions allowed for personal ex­ 
penses when itemizing deductions 
on page two of Form 1040. 
7. Husband and wife filing sep­ 
ara te returns when a joint return 
would have resulted in less total 
tax for the two, and vice versa. 
T hese are some of the errors 
taxpayers make which result in 
th e ir getting a bill for additional 
taxes: 
1. Claiming exemption deduc­ 
tions for persons not qualifying as 
dependents. 
2. Failure to report all compen­ 
sation for sendees rendered, par 
ticularly in cases where no tax 
was withheld, such as tips. gratin 
ties, bonuses, etc. 
3. Failure to report other kinds 
of taxable income such as divi­ 
dends, interest on bank accounts 
and on Series F, savings bonds, 
profits on sales of property , rents, 
etc. 
4. Claiming deductions for per­ 
sonal expense items which are not 
deductible such as gifts to needy 
friends or relatives, the various 
federal excise taxes paid, cash or 
o th er personal property lost, cost 
of travel to and from work, educa­ 
tional expenses, etc. 
5. Claiming excessive am ounts 
for deductible items such as chari­ 
table contributions, taxes, medic o 
expenses and the like. 
This usu 
ally happens when taxpayers fail 
to keep good records and estim ate 
the amounts they claim as deduc 
tions. 
To sum up, an attem pt has been 
m ade hi this series of articles to 
explain the federal 
income tax 
rules which apply to the big ma- 
;b rity of taxpayers, those who are 
salary' and wage earners. In event

.Vhile many cotton farmers of 
the Hamlin section, as welt as all 
over the cotton belt of the country 
are somewhat discouraged about 
tVio prospects for making money 
any more out of the cotton indus­ 
try, C. B. Spencer, chairman of the 
cotton production section of the 
State-Wide Cotton Committee of 
Texas, declares the outlook for 
cotton is bright. 
In a special release to 'I he Her­ 
ald, Spencer presents a review of 
the cotton situation that is sound 
and reasonable. 
Portions of the 
release follow : 
Cotton income multiplies itself 
more 
than 
scvYm 
and one-half 
times as it moves through the 
channel of trad e and processing. 
Just suppose we suddenly wiped 
out cotton. 
W hat would happen 
to the farm er, to business, to in­ 
dustry and all others who depend 
on the new w ealth it produces an­ 
nually? 
L et’s six1. In 1956 the aggregate 
value of principal crops grown in 
Texas is placed at $1,100,000,000 
by the U S. D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture 
(Top 
Reporting 
Board 
The board said: “Cotton was by 
far the most im portant crop and 
contributed m ore cash value than 
all other crops combined.’’ 
Do our Texas farm ers have the 
know-how to produce cotton effi­ 
ciently? 
A recent issue of Eco­ 
nomic Facts and Opinions issued 
by Texas A. & M. College points 
out: “In 1955 acre yields of cotton 
were 52.9 per cent above 1951 in 
the U. S. and 69.9 per cent in 
Texas." 
Nor is that all. 
This 
publication effectively r e f u t e s 
those who would have us believe 
cotton growing is a disease when 
it says- “Production has continued 
to increase because, in the Cotton 
Belt, there Is no better Income 
producing enterprise than cotton. 
It is also a very dependable crop 
and is responsive to improved cul­ 
tural practices.’’ 
The outlook for cotton is bright. 
World cotton consumption is at an 
all-time high. 
During the crop 
year August I, 1955 to July 31, 
1956, world m ill consumption has 
been estim ated at 36,700,000 hales 
of 
commercial 
cotton 
of 
all 
growths. T hat is not much under 
world production in 1956 of some 
38,903,000 bales. 
The world demand for textiles 
is steadily growing. 
But, the in 
creased dem and is being met main­ 
ly by foreign cotton and by m an­ 
made fibers 
rath er than by U nit­ 
ed States cotton. 
A relatively 
high price for United States cotton 
has tended to encourage the in 
crease in the acreage of foreign 
cotton and th e expansion of man 
made fiber consumption at home 
and abroad.

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You do not have lo be an econ­ 
omist to find the cause of our 
troubles. 
It is simply the differ* 
ence between production and con­ 
sumption. The minute a commod­ 
ity becomes surplus its price drops 
sharply. 
We have a surplus of 
U S. cotton. The question n atu r­ 
ally arises: Did we cause the sur­ 
plus? 
The answer, of course, Is 
no. 
L et’s review a few facts about 
cotton in Texas and the U. S 
We 
have got acreage control at a level 
far below our desire, our capacity 
and our ability to produce. 
F u r­ 
therm ore. our present low acreage 
level does not permit the full use 
of most low cost production m eth­ 
ods and techniques 
And now', to 
add to our I roubles, the govern­ 
ment has set aside $217,500,000 to 
further discourage production In 
1957 
this 
in 
addition 
to 
rigid 
acreage controls. 
Possibly the principal reason for 
our dilemma lies in the fact that. 
as yet, w e have been unable to gel 
satisfactory answers to these ques­ 
tions : 
1. W hat are other countries do­ 
ing to discourage cotton produc­ 
tion by controlling acreage and 
reducing surpluses? 
2. How much money is our gov 
ernm ent 
spending to encourage 
cotton production in foreign eoun 
tries? 
3. How much money has been 
granted in tax charge-offs and in 
other w'ays to encourage synthetic 
fiber production? 
We are not opposed to cotton 
production in other countries, nor 
to competition from man-made fi 
hers. 
But, we certainly do not 
think 
cotton 
producers 
or 
the 
cotton industry in the I*. S. are 
tieing given a fair chance under 
present 
legislation and 
policies 
Therefore, we are of the opinion 
that improvement in our present 
laws is urgently needed and the 
welfare of all segments of the cot­ 
ton industry should be considered 
in the preparation of new legisla­ 
tion. 
In recent talks with farm and 
industry leaders, we found general 
agreem ent that cotton should be 
allowed to#nove competitively into 
trade channels and that, at the 
same time, the American farm er 
should be protected against the 
price 
cost 
squeeze. 
Everybody 
knows he is not getting his fair 
share of the national prosperity 
These farm and industry leaders 
also feel that an adequate stock­ 
pile of cotton must be m aintained 
to m eet any emergency th a t may 
arise. 
They reminded us that as 
recently as 1951 the government 
issued a plea for more cotton. 
R ight now it looks like world 
cotton 
consumption 
may 
soon 
catch up with production. 
For the 
Erst time since the 1950-51 m ar­ 
keting year, the disappearance of 
cotton in the U. S. is expected to 
exceed production. 
W ith the aid 
rf 
new. 
constructive 
legislation 
tailored to eliminate the cause of 
our troubles, cotton should regain 
the healthy status so vitally essen­ 
tial to a vigorous economy'

Your Hon e Town Patter 


A>> of last June 30, Uncle Sam 
had around $8,300,000,000 of the 
taxpayers’ money tied up in loans 
on farm surpluses. 
Huge quanti- 
t . s of cotton and wheat have been 
piled up in recent years. 
Total 
carry-over stocks of the w hite 
staple at the beginning of the cur­ 
rent crop year last 
August 
I 
'mounted 
to a record high of 
11.500,000 bales 
more than am ­ 
ok to cover a year’s domestic con- 
suirpiion and exports at the 1956 
rate of disappea ance. 
Most of 
this mountainous reserve was in 
government hands. 
A similar sit­ 
uation prevails in wheat. 
The 
carry-over last July I amounted 
to 1,030.000,000 bushels 
also most­ 
ly government held. 
The various acreage controls ap­ 
plied to some important crops In 
recent years have been stym ied 
by sharp 
increases in per-acre 
y ields. 
Thus, surpluses have con­ 
tinued to mount. 
The soil bank 
program, however, which w’as first 
applied in a more or less limited 
w \ inst year, may wmll prove to 
he a major means of checking the 
huikl-up of farm surpluses in gov- 
e nment’s hands over the next sev­ 
eral years. 
Under this program 
the government compensates grow- 
■ rs for acreage of basic crops tak ­ 
en out of production. 
The pro- 
mam will Vie in full swung this 
y-t ar and. if a large number of 
farmers sign up. as I expect, total 
1957 planted acreage should be 
cut sharply. 


More immediately effective, at 
least in the case of cotton, is the 
govefnment’a 
export 
assistance 
p i ram which permits exporters 
i t buy cotton from the govern­ 
ment hornd at cut rate prices. 
Foreign buyer* are finding these 
prices 
attractive. 
This Is evi­ 
denced by 
the fact that U. S. 
c< non export* thus far this season 
are well above those of a year 
eat lum. and may amount to be- 
tw een 6.500,000 and 7,000,000 bales 
for the full season. 
This w'ould 
be nearly triple the 2,200,000 bales 
exported in 1955-56, and the larg­ 
est total in any season since 1933. 
If this pi ospect should be real­ 
ized. the cotton carry-over next 
August I may be reduced to the 
tune of some 2,400,000 bales—a 
major achievement. 
Indications are that. the govern­ 
ment will continue to make every 
possible effort to reduce its hom­ 
ilies of cotton, corn and wheat. 
As to w hether this program, along 
with the soil bank, will provide 
an adequate long term solution to 
the farm problem, I do not know. 
Many fanners, and even some gov- 
rlam ent officials, regarid these 
various programs as only tempo­ 
rary 
expedient*, rather than as 
ba; ic rome iial measures. However, 
I believe that they are steps in 
the right direction. 
We are tu rn ­ 
ing the corner in aericultural sur­ 
pluses. The government, however, 
w ili always be wme to have some 
supplies in case of w ar or famine. 
The problem, of course, cannot 
he sob. ed overnight. 
Years may 
lie required to bring the over-all 
supply and demand ratio Into rea­ 
sonable balance. 
The soil bank 
program, which expires In 1959, 
probably will need renewal. 
It 
.nay become a more or less perm a­ 
nent part of the government's farm 
program, along with some form 
of federal price support. 
I'. S. farm ers, by and large, Hre 
industrious and God-fearing. While 
they will continue to have their 
up* and downs, like the rest of 
us, during the years immediately 
ahead 
they' should average out 
very well. 
For this year I fore 
cast another moderate rise in net 
farm income.

TEXANS IN W \SHLNGT0\

Washington. 
Representative 
Omar Burleson, sole Texan on the 
House foreign affairs committee, 
feels that the admission of Hun- 
garion escapees into this country 
is a “serious m istake.” 
Burleson accordingly has intro­ 
duced legislation which would curb 
the progam and provide for de­ 
portation of many of the Hun­ 
garians. 
In 
introducing his 
resolution, 
Burleson said he knew many of his 
constitutents as well as others 
would condemn his action. 
“But I have the deepen convic­ 
tion,” he declared, “that a little 
time will prove that w hat has been 
done is a serious m istake and that 
the mistake will grow to colossal 
proportion* unless Congress takes 
some action along the line pro­ 
posed in the resolution I have in­ 
troduced.’’ 
Burleson said he opposed the 
Hungarian 
program because he 
felt their entry into the United 
States would increase existing eco­ 
nomic problems and because, he 
said it was impossible to “screen” 
the escapees carefully'. 
Burleson said the Hungarians 
deserving a “hero’s applause” are 
those who remain in Hungary and 
fight their Russian oppressors. 
His resolution 
would 
provide 
that: 
1. No additional Hungarians be 
admitted under the immigration 
act “parolee” section now used. 
He said this never “envisioned a 
mass admission of foreigners, and 
certainly not (for) perm anent res­ 
idence.” 
2. The Hungarians not be grant­ 
ed any special statu s toward re­ 
maining in the United States and 
that most be compelled to leave 
this country “at the earliest date 
on which 
the attorney general 
finds that the em ergency reasons 
for their tem porary admission . . . 
no longer exist. 
Most of them 
would go back to Austria. 
3. Congress conduct an inquiry 
into the effect of their admission 
on unemployment of U. S. citizens 
and on housing shortages, health 
problems and national security. 
’T he Congress will l>e called 
upon to provide more public hous­ 
ing, more slum clearance and more 
schools.” Burleson said. 
“If we need public housing and 
more school faciHites for our own 
people, will not bringing in these 
hordes of people compound these 
problems for a long time in the 
future? 
Already there are ap­ 


proximately 
500,000 
im m igrants 
legally yentering the I ’. S. ('ach 
ear.” 
Burleson said it is impossible to 
screen” the H ungarian refugees 
arefully because of the rapid rate 
of admission. 
“We are being deceived if we 
believe that we know anything 
about these people,' he said. “How 
could we issue 300 \ isas jier hour 
to them and have any idea as to 
who they are or why they were 
fleeing?” 
He said it cost $650 for the air 
transportation of each refugee, as 
compared w ith the $25 per year 
Arab refugees in the Mideast get, 
adding: “And do not forget, those 
people and all the people of the 
Arab nations know and are fami­ 
liar w ith these figures.” 
The H ungarian uprising deserves 
commendation, lie added, especial­ 
ly those who rem ain to fight the 
Russian oppressors. 
“At the sam e time, it is reason­ 
able to believe that those who de­ 
serve the applause in Hungary 
may feel th a t the applause is go­ 
ing to those who have deserted 
them and their cause,” he '•aid. 
Representative 
W alter 
Rogers 
of Pampa, agreeing with Burleson, 
aid a troublesome situation would 
develop from the importation of 
killed workers he s lid would re­ 
place Am erican citizens in some 
cases.
